9. Embodiment (on page 30-31, paragraph 523-556) of another method to determine a 
mobile terminal. 

10. Embodiment (on page 31-32, paragraph 557-572) of another method to determine a 
mobile terminal. 

11. Embodiment (on page 32-33, paragraph 573-599) of another method to determine a 
mobile terminal. 

12. Embodiment (on page 33-34, paragraph 600-615) of another method to determine a 
mobile terminal. 
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13. Embodiment (on page 34-35, paragraph 616-641) of a configuration of a mobile 
communication network. 

Applicant hereby elects, without traverse, Embodiment 1, on page 28, lines 11 through 
page 44, line 7 of the originally-filed specification (corresponding to pages 7-11, paragraphs 58- 
145 of the published application, as cited by the Examiner) of a mobile communication network in 
outline, corresponding to claims 1-6 and 73-78. Claims 7-72 and 79-144 are hereby withdrawn 
from consideration from the present application.
